In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

The specific parameters of the receivers are found in the main reference, Satran, not in Lee. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, Satran and Lee, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the knowledge is generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation is found in the 
rejection. 

Regarding the argument to claim 1 , the applicant argues that the reference, Satran, does not disclose preparing a receiver list from address 
of the receivers. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, column 4, lines 26-35, there is multicast group address filtering that 
determines which addresses are in a group of interest, which is equivalent to the claimed receiver list, by comparing bits in the Address 
Field. 
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
